Ny, the conjecture is too wild. Nobody eould have thought 
at the time of *the:word ‘toceupant", least of all a Jew. That was 
the timo of the Ancla-J+wish honemroon, Lovers’ eyes are misty 
Quving «+ hoeaeymcon. Even if Britain had claimed for herself a. 
difvercat vavathe,.e.g. wanted Palestine as a dominion or a colony, 
even then the Jews, intoxicated by the Balfour declaration, would 
not heve veed the word, moreover as such a well-~sounding term a6 
endate” had been found. 


What is the object of this discourse? The argument seems 
to be pointless and superfluous. There is very little respect 
left for the term "mandate" and even less for its British holder. 
There covld be an argument on the question whether a treachery 
was committed or, the original intention hawing been just to gain 
rule, the term treachery is inapplicable and the Zionist simple- 
mindedness is to ba blamed for the misunderstanding,

object of the foreword, is to remind us not to*be dazwled by exter- 
nal appearance, nor to be lured by sweet sounds:

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But taught by bitter experjence, instructed by the inter- 
national situation, cured of our former simplicity and detesting 
cL subterfuge, we. permit ourselves te fling this teygm inte our 


pelitical atmosphere and to deelare publicly: we are now witnes~ 


sing a new oscupation of Eretz-Isvael. A partition will probably 
he ef feated. Not the partition decided upon “y the U.N.O., put 2 
aiosferent cne - the partititn of Eretz-Israel into q British and 
ay American zone, Having no forees available for a direct rule, 
ui tein will rule her zone through the medium of Ab@ullan. VU. S. 
will rule ite zone by means of that new and dynamic imperialist 
rjnce - the dollar. It will be supported by U. 8S. navy's friendly 
catis at une ports of the State of Israel, while there will be a 
wot compe*ition between Mr. Shertok and Rabwi Silver in making the 
greatest numbcr of calls at the White House. 


With regard to Jerusalem, a direct occupation is envisaged. 
I: will. ve a mandate under the cover of international administration. 
Bucaacette's proposal to give Jerusalem to Apdullah was a slick 
tiick, certainly not made in Sweden. Sweden ig famous for its 
fine gteel, but it is often tempered and polished by non-Swedish 
hancs, ‘Tne aim of the trick was double: to. bolster up the sag- s 
ging Arab rorale and make the Jews to regard the internationaliza- 
fion of Texsasalem as their only salvation. 


Porac hundred observers and about three thousand soldiers 
ave not sent merely to supervise a truee. If the parties concerned 
do not want the truce, teese hundreds and thousands will be insuf- 
ficient in ovéer to 8pforce pi a ame they--acwept the truce, then all 
theses soidie:rs and observers are unnecessary. The truth is that 
they have come here to achieve occupation, directly or indirectly. 
This is the real reason why Mr. Joseph's prestige, somewhat damaged 
of late, has risen again. What is needed is a man who combines & 
good command of English with a flexible spine. The declaration of 
Jerusalem eas a Jewish occupied territory should deceive nobody. 

The declaration is only a vanguard of the coming occupation. The 
main-task of vanguard is to remove obstacles. The obstacle in this 
case is familiar; it is the same obstacle that wrecked the reali- 
gation of the Morrison Scheme; soo weak to gain a victory, it is, 
nevertheless, 8 trong enough to prevent surrender. 


Although speaking with conviction, we would not like our 
analysis to be accepted as an infallible prophecy. We are not 
trying to foretell the future sourse of events, nor do we regard 
the occupation as inescapable. Our defeatista used to cling to 
their familiar argument: the British mus t rule heres sinse 
the area is of vital importance to them; they wi 11 bring the 
ae weight of theiy pressure to bear on us, 60 what ehanee we 

ave? 


The same defeatism is now whispeningagain: if Americans 
make up their mind to gain control over Eretg-lerael, what chaneg 
we have sgainst® Tt would he more sensible to sesk o gempto=- 
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Our reply to the defeatiat arguments is exactly the seme 
as in the past. Neither troops nor armour ere decisive. There 
are other fastcrs besides, The factor via» decided the British 
fePent was the natural British aversion to sustaining casual — 
ties, Americans have their weak points ‘tou. The piblic opinion - 
4? the United Staes is sill largely avid, Maperlalist. The 
average American still cannot unders tata why the ee B 
country like Palestine is necessary.
